OF SCHLEY'S ATTACK.

O N BOARD THE FLAGSHIP 
BROOK- 
LYN, OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, M a y 
31.—(Via 
PORT 
ANTONIO, Jamaica, 
June 1.)—Commodore Schley de- 
termined to test ttie batt-eries of 
Santiago de Cuba today and ascer- 
tain their location and capacity. At 
10 o'clock he transferred his flag to 
the Massachusetts and went on 
board that ship. 


At 1:15 o'clock the Massachusetts 
signalled the Iowa and the New 
Orleans to form column and follow. 
A course due east was steered until 
the ships were about 7,000 yards 
from the shore and then, circling 
until they headed due west, they 
passed, starboard side on, by the 
forts. 


The heavy 13-inch guns of the 
Massachusetts and the 12-inch guns 
of the Iowa were ordered to open on 
the Cristobal Colon, 
which was 
about 1,000 to 2,000 yards inside the 
Morro batteries, while the New Or- 
leans large calibre guns were to 
open on the forts, so as to draw 
their fire. 


The narrowness of the harbor en- 
trance and the speed of the ships, 
which made ten knots, allowed of 
the Crisobal Colon being a target 
for only a few minutes. 
In that 
time it is believed she was hit twice 
but was not seriously damaged. 


The entire set of forhs, some six 
in number, opened iire and the ob- 
ject of the expedition was attained. 


Some of the modern guns, with 
smokeless powder, were aimed well, 
but of all the shots fired not one 
did any damage to 
Commodore 
Schley's ships. 


The Cristobal Colon replied to the 
fire, but all of her shots fell short. 


The American ships fired not more 
than four rounds from their heavy 
guns, 
consuming 
in 
all fifteen 
minutes for the fire. The Spaniards 
fired more than one hundred rounds, 
keeping up the fire when the ships 
were fully two miles out of their 
range. 


During the action Commodore 
Schley occupied a position near the 
forward thirteen-inch turret of the 
Massachusetts 
and watched the 
shells go whistling by as the ships 
met in the line of fire of the batter- 
ies, as unconcernedly as though in 
no danger of it. At 3 :30 o'clock the 
commodore was back on the Brook- 
lyn. 


It is evident that the Spaniards 
have fortified Santiago very care, 
fully and well. 
There are a number 
of modern guns there, evidently of 
English or French make, and they 
use smokeless powder, which makes 
it difficult to locate them. It will 
take a heavy bombardment to dis- 
lodge the batteries and the Spanish 
fleet.

N E W YORK, June 3 —The Uniter] 
States auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, 
Captain Sigsbee commanding, came 
into port early 
today. 
Captain 
Sigsbee went ashore and thence pro- 
ceeded to the navy yard. 


Captain Sigsbee refused to be in- 
terviewed 
regarding 
the recent 
service of the ship in the vicinity of 
Santiago de Cuba, at which port, it 
has been said Captain Sigsbee ran 
the St. Paul well into the mouth of 
the harbor and obtained the first 
definite information of the presence 
there of Spanish Admiral Cervera's 
squadron. 


After visiting Admiral Bunce at 
the navy yard, Captain Sigsbee re- 
laxed from his reserve suificiently 
to say to a reporter ; 


"I had target practice right along 
from the first day I arrived at San- 
tiago, on May 22, and while none of 
my men have been in the service 
long, I am well satisfied with their 
work at the guns. 
We have not 
been in any fights so far, but my 
men will give a good account of 
themselves, 


"It was on the 25th when we 
captured the Restormel. 
I knew 
that the Spaniards needed the coal 
very badly, and I made eveiy effort 
to see that they did not get it. 


"While off Santiago with Schley 
I saw two more Spanish cruisers, 
and Schley saw two torpedo boats. 
There is no question that they are 
bottled up as tight as can be in San- 
tiago harbor, 


"I went so close that I made 
sketches 
of 
their 
fortifications, 
which I am sending to Washington. 


"Their guns could easily have 
reached me, but the batteries made 
no attempt to fire, for what reason 
I do not know. It may be the Span- 
iards did not want to reveal the 
strength and location of their guns. 
I am going to Washington with dis- 
patches from the fleet, and as soon 
as we have coaled and provisioned 
we shall put to .see again. 
This 
probably will be not be for three or 
four days. 


"As soon as I arrived outside the 
harbor of Santiago there were in- 
dications of the presence of Cervera's 
fleet on the inside beyond the hills. 


"I hugged the mouth of the har- 
bor so closely that it would have 
been impossible for anything afloat 
to sneak out without our seeing 
them, 


"It was either the third or fourth 
day after our arrival that I saw two 
Spanish vessels, which I was sure 
were the Vizcaya and the Crostobal 
Colon. 
They crept cautiously into 
the stream and got to the middle of 
the 
channel. 
As soon as they 
caught sight of me they scampered 
back as rapidly as they could steam. 


"As soon as we arrived off the 
harbor I announced my presence by 
the courtesy of a salute, taking as a 
target one of the Spanish forts. The 
fort evidently did not intend to ac- 
cord me the courtesy due in return, 
for Its guns remained silent. 
When 
I was satisfied with the practice my 
men had had, I steamed the St, 
Paul out of range and resumed 
scout duty outside the mouth of the 
harbor, 


"I was directly under the guns of 
a fort and within easy range when 
I took the Restormel, 
with 2,400 
tons of coal aboard, 


' 'This coal was evidently intended 
for the Spanish fleet, and the at- 
tempt of the Restormel to run our 
blockade and enter Santiago harbor 
would of itself have been good evi- 
dence that the Spanish were there. 
We had to fire several shots at her 
before she hove to. I .put a prize 
crew aboard and sent the ^collier to 
Key West. 


"During the period I was at San- 
tiago, between May 22 and 29, 
Schley came and went 
several 
times, cruising a little to the west- 
ward, 
But the St. Paul remained 
off Santiago harbor for all of the 
eight days. 


"It was on May 29 that 1 saw 
heavy lines of smoke from what I 
at first thought was the Spanish 
squadron coming to the relief of 
Cervera. 
There was great excite- 
ment on board the St, Paul and I 
immediately put out after the fleet. 
I soon found the smoke was coming 
from Schley's ships returning to the 
entrance of thè harbor. 


"On this day both Schley and my- 
self saw again positive evidences 
that the Spanish fleet was still 
bottled up inside the Santiago nar- 
bor. 


"When I came up with Schley's 
fleet we both signalled—Schley to 
me and I to him. "

CHICKAMAUCA NATIONAL MILITARY

of the Third Army corps was begun 
at 8 o'clock this morning.

Fred (irant was in command ôf the 
division and 9,000 men were in line. 
The inspection was conducted by 
(general Breckinridge aud Col, John 
.facob Astor. 


The men showed at their best in 
the exercises this morning. 
In ad- 
dition to the review a number of 
battle exercises were gone through 
and some difficult maneuvres were 
executed. 


Both General Breckinridge and 
Colonel Astor expressed themselves 
as pleased with the showing made. 
The inspection will be continued to- 
morrow. 


The seemingly well founded re- 
port that Chickamauga is to the 
camping ground tor 75,000 volun- 
teers during the summer has set the 
whole army to talking. The ofli- 
cials refuse to discuss the report, 
but it is believed to be fully correct. 


General Brooke is not spending 
much time seeking additional avail- 
able camping ground and it is gen- 
erally believed that he has been no- 
tified that the num^jer of his men 
will be doubled. 


Many excellent losations are being 
offered and there will be no trouble 
in accommodating 
100,000 men if 
this number should be sent. 


There are now 41,000 soldiers at 
the park and this number will be 
largely increased during the next 
few days.

who has gone to Tampa. The ap- 
poil^tment is effective at once. Col- 
onel Culver is now in charge of the 
brigade.

YORK,

3.—Domingo 
Capot«, the vice president of the 
Cuban republic, arrived in this city 
last evening. 
After going to a 
hotel, where he met General Palma, 
the head of the Cuban junta, h e 
visited Cuban headquarters, where 
he met a number of newspaper re- 
porters, with whom lie talked quite 
freely, Horatio 
S. 
Rubens, the 
counsel for the junta, acting as in- 
terpreter. 


When asked what his mission to 
this country was, Mr. Capote re- 
plied that, before saying anything 
about it, he wished to thank the 
American press collectively for the 
stand it had taken in behalf of the 
Cuban insurgents, stating that the 
Cuban people were deeply grateful 
for the support given by the Ameri- 
can people, and for the action of 
this nation in coming to their sup- 
port. 


Continuing, he said : ' 'My mission 
is not a public one. 
All public acts 
relative to the sitiiation between 
the United States and the Cuban re- 
public will continue as heretofore to 
be conducteil by General Palma. He 
has the thorough confidence of our 
people, 
who have a high apprecia- 
tion of what he has done. 


"I do not come h e r e t o negotiate 
any loan. 
I come to consult with 
General l^alma on a matter which 
does not concern international ques- 
tions or public interest. 
I have no 
present intention of calling upon 
President 
McKinley, 
although I 
probably shall make a call upon him 
before I return. 


"How long I shall remain here I 
cannot say at this time, but shall 
make m y stay as short as possible. " 


Mr. Cai)ote holds the position of 
judge advocate general in the insur- 
gent army. 
Questioned as to the 
strength of the army, he said : 


"Not 
counting those who have 
recently joined the forces, Garcia 
has about 12,000 men under him in 
the eastern department at Santiago 
and Paerto Principe. 
About 3,500 
of these men were in the neighbor- 
hood of Satiago when I last received 
word. 
All were fully armed and 
equipped and it was the intention to 
concentrate all of the force in the 
eastern portion of that point. 


"I cannot tell definitely how many 
men there are in the other 
prov- 
inces. 
Gomez has about 5,000 men 
at Santa Clara. 
Probably 
30,000 
men, all fully armed and equipped, 
are in the ranks of. the Cuban army. 


"A large number, probably 20,000 
more, are armed w i t h machetes and 
there are thousands of others w h o 
have recently left the towns to join 
the army because 
t h e y 
could no 
longer live in the towns. 
From 
Puerto Principe alone 
10,000 men 
and women aud children have left 
because of the scarcity of provi- 
sions, 
preferring to take 
their 
chances in the countrj', and farther 
influenced by the fe.ar that at the 
last moment the Spaniards, 
driven 
to despair, will, out of revenge, re- 
sort to slaughter."'

my men hftve been in the service 
long, I am well satisfied with their 
work at the guns. We have not 
been in any fights so far, but my 
men will give a good account of 
themselves. 


"It was on the 25th when we 


captured the Kestormel. 
I knew 


that the Spaniards needed the coal 
very badly, and I made oveiy eil'ort 
to see that they did not get it. 


"While off Santiago with Schley 


I saw two more Spanish cruisers, 
and Schley saw two torpedo boats. 
There is no question that they are 
bottled up as tight as can be in San- 
tiago harbor. 


"I went &o close that I made 


sketches 
of thpir 
fortifications, 


which I am sending to Washington. 


"Their guns could easily have 


reached me, but the batteries made 
no attempt to fire, for what reason 
I do not know. It may ba the Span- 
iards did not want to reveal the 
strength and location of their guns. 
I am gMng to Washington with dis- 
patches from the fleet, and AS soon 
as we have coaled and provisioned 
•we shall put to see again. This 
probably will be not be for three or 
four days. 


"As soon as I arrived outside the 


harbor of Santiago there were in- 
dications of the presence of Cervera's 
fleet on the insido beyond the hills. 


"I hugged the mouth of the har- 


bor so closely that it would have 
been impossible for anything afloat 
to sneak out without our seeing 
them 


"It was either the third or fourth 


day after our arrival that I saw two 
Spanish vessels, which 1 was Wire 
were the Yizcaya and tho Crostobal 
Colon. They crept cautiously into 
the stream and got to the middle of 
the channel. 
As soon as they 


caught sight of me they scampered 
back as rapidly as they could steam. 


"As soon as we arrived off tbe 


harbor I announced my presence by 
the courtesy of & salute, taking as a 
target one of the Spanish forts. The 
fort evidently dirt not intend to ac- 
cord me the courtesy due in return, 
for its gnus remained silent. When 
I was satisfied with the practice my 
men had had, I steamed the St. 
Pattl out of range and resumed 
scout dnty outside the mouth of the 
harbor. 


"I was directly under the guns of 


a fort and within easy ranfjo when 
I took tho Kestormel, with 2,400 
tons of coal aboard. 


"This coal was evidently intended 


for the Spanish fleet, and the at- 
tempt of the Re.stormel to run oar 
blockade and enter Santiago harbor 
would of itself have been good evi- 
dence that the Spanish were there. 
We bad to fire several shots nl her 
before she hove to, I .put a prize 
crew aboard and sent thu collier to 
Key West. 


"During tho period I was at San- 


tiago, between May 22 and 
29, 


Schley came arad 
went 
several 


times, cruising a little to the west- 
ward. Bat the St. Panl remained 
off Santiago harbor for nil of the 
eight days. 


"It was on May 29 that 1 saw 


heavy lines of smoke from what I 
at first thought was the Spanish 
squadron coming to tlte relief of 
Cervera. There was great excite- 
ment on board the St. Panl and I 
immediately pat oat after the floot. 
I soon found tho smoke was coming 
from Schley's ships returning to the 
entrance of the harbor. 


"On this day both Schley and nir- 


self saw again positive evidences 
that the Spanish fleet wns st-ill 
bottled np insido the Santiago liar- 
bor. 


"Whon I came up with Schley's 


fleet wo both signalled—Hchley to 
me and I to him."

Capote, the vice president of tbo 
Cuban republic, arrived in this city 
last evening. 
After going to a 


hotel, where he met General Palma, 
the head of the Cuban junta, he 
visited Cuban headquarters, where 
he met a number of newspaper re- 
porters, with whom he talked quite 
freely, Horatio S. Rubens, the 
counsel for the junta, acting as in- 
terpreter. 


When asked what his mission to 


this country was, Mr. Capote re- 
plied that, before saying anything 
about it, he wished to thank the 
American press collectively for the 
stand it had taken in behalf of the 
Cuban insurgents, stating that the 
Cuban people were deeply grateful 
for the support given by the Ameri- 
can people, and for the action of 
this nation in coming to their sup- 
port. 


Continuing, he said: "My mission 


is not a public one. All public acts 
relative to the situation between 
the United States and the Cuban re- 
public will continue as heretofore to 
be conducted by General Palma. He 
has the thorough confidence of our 
people, who have a high apprecia- 
tion of what he has done. 


"I do not come hereto negotiate 


any loan. 
I come to consult with 


General Palma on a matter which 
does not concern international ques- 
tions or public interest. 
I have no 


present intention of calling upon 
President 
McKinley, although I 


probably shall make a call upon him 
before I return. 


"How long I shall remain here I 


cannot say at this time, but shall 
make my stay as short as possible." 


Mr. Capote holds the position of 


judge advocate general in the insur- 
gent army. Questioned as to the 
strength of the army, he said: 


'•Not counting those who have 


recently joined the forces, Garcia 
has about 12,000 men under him in 
the eastern department at Santiago 
and Puerto Principe.
